WALT WHITMAN IN BOSTON. 


Tue author of ‘‘ Leaves of Grass,” says the 
Boston Herald of Aug. 21, ‘‘arrived in Boston 
yesterday, and will stop here for a short time 
overseeing the composition and proof-reading 
of the new and complete one-volume edition 
of his poems to be issued by J. R. Osgood & 
Co. this fall. This forthcoming edition, while 
comprehending all the old poems, will not only 
contain many pieces never before printed, but 
will be essentially a new volume The con- 
secutiveness and relative order and proportion 
of the poems—the writer’s most important 
points, which he has had in view from the be- 
ginning—will now for the first time be fulfilled.

SIR WILLIAM COLLINS, PUBLISHER. 


“No event has ever given more general satis- 
faction to the people of this city, and to the 
Scottish nation generally,” reports the London 
Bookseller, “than the bestowal of the honor of 
knighthood upon ex. Provost Collins, head of the 
firm of William Collins, Sons & Co., publishers 
and wholesale stationers. Sir William Collins 
at a very early age, entered the business of his 
father, then Chalmers & Collins, and event- 
ually succeeded to it. The business was-small, 
but about twenty-five years ago he went largely 
into stationery, and with the aid of his part- 
hers, and more recently of his sons, has made 
the business the largest of its kind in Scotland, 
if not in the United Kingdom. But the present 
honor has not been bestowed upon Sir William 
merely as a successful man of business. He 
has all his life been engaged in works of 
philanthropy, especially in connection with 
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education. A total abstainer himself, he has 
urged upon his fellow-citizens the necessity of 
themselves setting the example if they wished 
to put down the most prominent and most 
demoralizing vice of the day. Consistently with 
these views, he, when appointed Lord Provost, 
determined that no wine or other intoxicating 
liquor should appear upon his table, whoever 
was present. At first the notion was sneered 
at and considered impossible, but soon it was 
discovered that a good dinner was possible, 
even without the wine. His term of office was 
marked by great hospitality, and in this he was 
greatly assisted by the geniality, tact, and good 
sense of Lady Collins, who won golden opin- 
ions from all who had the honor of meeting her. 
Another matter may possibly have assisted the 
worthy ex-Provost in obtaining the honor of 
knighthood—political activity. Sir William 
has always been a warm supporter of Liberal 
opinions. The present members for the city 
owe much to his activity and to the sagacity of 
his advice. A strong desire has been frequently 
expressed to see him in Parliament, but hither- 
to he has declined to put himself forward.”

547. NEWSDEALERS cannot receive free of 
postage more than one copy of any publication 
printed in whole or in part and published in 
the county in which they reside. 

552. A letter addressed to a travelling sales- 
man, in care of one of his customers, should 
be forwarded or returned without extra post- 
age, even if it has been held a longer time than. 
is indicated by a return request thereon. 

558. Any number of sample copies of a pub- 
lication of the second class of mail matter may 
be sent to one address. 

559. Postmasters are not required to dis- 
tribute sample copies of second-class matter 
addressed to them, through the boxes or general 
delivery of their offices, and must refuse to do 
so.
